891 
patch 
pieces in the quilt. All the work has 
been done by hand and the colors 
cif the vari-colorcd patches are as 
bright today as when 
they were 
made into a quilt. 
One bright red 
section shows one 
sm all 
patch of 
darker hue, th e ' m aker 
evidently 
running out of the m aterial before 
its com pletion. 
T h e quilt was carried by a Con­ 
federate soldier during the Invasion 
of the north and evidently had been 
lost in battle or its owned killed and 
tile quidt discarded in th e b reast­ 
works. 
T he owners of the quilt planned 
but neglected to enter the cover in 
th e recent quilt display at the Pres­ 
byterian church.

Fight Made On McLean

German Chancellor Requests 
Broad Powers Over Four- 
year Period. 


Berlin, Mar. 21 (A P).-— Dicta­ 
torial powers lasting until April I, 
1937, will be asked by Chancellor 
H itler’s government of the new 
Reichgtag, which convenes today 
and which the Hitler forces con­ 
trol. 
This program of the new admin­ 
istration, announced by publication 
of the d raft of an enabling act, 
shared interest with reports from 
Munich th a t police there had pre­ 
vented an attem pt on the life of the 
chancellor. 
The act the Reichstag will be 
asked to approve would empower 
the governm ent to promulgate laws 
even if those laws conflicted with 
the constitution. 
It would remove 
the control of the Reichstag and 
the R eichsrat over such legislation. 
Would Control Future Treaties 
In the field of foreign affairs it 
would vest sole responsibility over 
future treaties with foreign powers 
in the government itself, taking 
th at function from the Reichstag 
and the Reichsrat. 
D ictatorial powers will be asked 
until April I, 1937, “or for the 
duration of the present govern­ 
ment.” 
Three communists, one a Ger­ 
man and the others Russians, were 
responsible for the attem pt on the 
chancellor, Munich authorities said. 
The three men were seen early 
Monday a t the W agner mounmcnt, 
near

where they left 3 hand grenades 
and some ammunition.

SEVERE FLOOD 
STRIKES OHIO 


Four 
Deaths 
Reported 
As 
Thousands Are Driven Out 
By Rushing Waters. 


Cincinnati, March 21 (APL—The 
w'orst flood since 1913 raged Sunday 
through the Ohio river valley all 
the way from West Virginia to In­ 
diana, accompanied by four deaths 
and property damage as thousands 
of acres of land were unundated. 
The 
city 
of 
Portsmouth 
was 
threatened as 
the 
swollen w-aters 
beat against the wall protecting the 
city, and the mayor issued a proc­ 
lamation warning the residents to 
be ready to flee. All highways lead­ 
ing into the city were inundated. 
The walls can hold the water at 
sixty feet, but should the river rise 
to sixty-two it would put four feet 
or more of water in the business dis­ 
trict and spread into the residential 
section. The river had risen above 
fifty-six feet and was expected to 
go to sixty or higher. 
35 City Blocks Under Water 
Thirty-five city blocks in Newport, 
Kentucky, were under water and the 
Ohio river, eight feet 
above 
flood 
stage was still rising. 
Adams, Pike, Jackson and Scioto 
counties, Ohio, were virtually cut off 
from the outside, and the residents 
of nearby Greenup. Kentucky, were 
abandoning their homes 
Hundreds of families in the Ohio 
Valley 
were 
driven 
from 
their 
homes, and many were marooned. 
Rescuers in boats worked feverishly 
to carry them to safety. 
The water poured down the main 
street of Manchester. Ohio, sweep­ 
ing into business houses and homes. 
Hardin, Youngs 
and 
Otway in 
Scioto county were 
under several 
inches of water. 
Three men were drowned in Cov­ 
ington. Kentucky, 
when a wall of 
water swept their automobile into a 
creek. 
At Lawrenceburg, 
Indiana, 
the death of Charles Stephens. 14.

Professor H arry F. H arrington, director of the Medill School of 
Journalism , pays the newspapers of the U nited States a deserved com­ 
plim ent when he says th a t "Panic and hysteria have been averted 
by the new spapers’ prompt, complete and unemotional chronicle of 
what has happened.” 
He was referring to the recent bank and 
financial crisis. 
Cooly, dispassionately and with full understanding of the weighty 
responsibility resting upon them , new spaper editors everywhere went 
about their business of chronicling the developments as they occur­ 
red. They published full and complete reports of what was tran sp ir­ 
ing in th eir own communities and elsewhere, insofar as they were 
able to ascertain the facts. 
Many of them with their payrolls tem porarily tied up, em bar­ 
rassed by d earth of collections and lack of advertising, completely 
neglected their own sore straits in a brave effort to do their full 
duty by th eir readers. 
One false move, one m istaken statem ent, one more wave of 
hysteria chalked up in big headlines would have been disastrous in 
thousands of localities. But while others were losing their heads and 
were being stam peded by foolish fears, the newspapers went calmly 
about th eir daily grind, setting forth th e story of the biggest bank 
holiday in history as self-contained as though the event were a prize 
fight, a horse-race or an election. 
Thousands of readers waited daily for their copies of the Tele­ 
graph, certain of receiving at the hands of the dependable Associated 
Press and a corps of able local reporters full and accurate news cover­ 
age of w hat was transpiring. They w ent to bed assured th a t they 
were in possession of as complete knowledge of the situation as 
though they themselves had gathered th e news. 
A steady, cooly truthly press preserved the morale of the public 
at a tim e when morale was everything.
